WHEREAS, the Five Thousand 
Block of Fifth Avenue in Shadyside, 
between Morewood and Amberson 
Avenues, is the only intact block of what 
was once known as Millionaire’s Row in the 
City of Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, almost ten years ago, the oldest 
of the three homes on Millionaire’s Row, the 
1870 Gwinner-Harter Mansion, caught fire 
during restoration, completely destroying the 
third floor and much of the second floor; and 


WHEREAS, for several years after 
the fire, the house stood uninhabited, its 
once lovely exterior damaged and neglected; 
and 

WHEREAS, much to the delight of 
the neighbors and all who travel this route, 6 
days before the 1995 scheduled demolition 
of this grand old home, Joedda and Benard 
Sampson bought the Gwinner-Harter 





























Mansion and restored it to its current 
beautiful condition; and 


WHEREAS, Joedda Sampson is no 
stranger to restoring beautiful yet damaged 
buildings - between 1974 and 1994, she 
restored no less than 10 buildings all over 
our City, from the Northside, to Bloomfield, 
and now in Shadyside; and

restoration of homes, Joedda Sampson has 
turned her considerable talents to a variety

WHEREAS, through the years, 
L.B.E.W. Local Union #5 has been primarily 
an organization of wiremen working on 
residential, commercial, and industrial 
projects. In 1978, LB.E.W. Local Union

With this amalgamation, 
LB.E.W. Local #5 now represents not only 
construction electricians, but workers in 
broadcasting, electrical manufacturing, 
telecommunications and cable television.; 
and 


WHEREAS, the local which had 
many strikes in its early years has enjoyed a 
long and harmonious relationship with many 
unionized construction firms. It’s last major 
work stoppage was 1921-22; and 


WHEREAS, after the St. Patrick’s 
Day flood of 1936, the union was greatly 
involved in the rewiring of much of 
downtown Pittsburgh and the surrounding 
riverside communities. Additionally, the 
Local enjoyed more than forty years of 























uninterrupted prosperity providing electrical 
power to almost all the major commercial 
and industrial construction in the region; and 


WHEREAS, the Local has been very 
active in the area of public service. The 
Vietnam Memorial project, Camp Variety, 
Make-a-Wish Foundation, United Cerebral 
Palsy and many other groups have benefited 
from volunteer skilled labor provided by 
Local #5. When floods struck Johnstown in 
1976, the Local sent in hundreds of 
members to rewire the city without charge.

Family of Nazareth, and a hall which would 
serve temporarily as a church for the parish 
which the residents of Polish Hill resolved 
to name “Immaculate Heart of Mary”; and

coordinating this massive undertaking was 
given to Rev. Zygmunt Rydlewski and it 
was financed with donations of $50.00 from 
each family on Polish Hill who owned a 
home and $25.00 from other families on 
Polish Hill; and

blessing of the cornerstone for the chapel, 
school and convent on Paulowna Street took 
place, construction was completed in July 





1897 and the blessing of the building took 
place in August of 1897 on the feast of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary; and

present Church and Rectory on the Brereton 
Avenue site began in 1904 with the blessing 
of the cormerstone on July 31, 1904 by 
Bishop J.E. Regis Canevin and was 
completed, with most of the work performed 
gratis by the parishioners, when the present 
church structure was blessed by the 
Apostolic Delegate, His Eminence, Cardinal 
Diomea Falconio on December 3, 1905; and

Ghost Fathers (Spiritans) from its founding 
until October of 1993 when the leadership 
was passed on to the Diocese and the 
Diocesan clergy, the present pastor being the 
Rev. Joseph E. Swierczynski of the Diocese 
of Pittsburgh.

Since they did not have enough 
money to pay Vann, they gave him ten 
shares of stock in the new venture. This was 
the beginning of Vann’s Telationship with 
the Pittsburgh Courier. Soon, in addition to 
serving as legal counsel and treasurer, 
Robert L. Vann became the editor, and 
eventually the owner of the Courier; and 


WHEREAS, Robert L. Vann 
developed a strategy for launching the 
Courier that made it the most successful 
African-American newspaper in the country. 
He used the newspaper to crusade for social 
issues concerning the African-American 
community; and 


WHEREAS, through the Courier, he 
campaigned against Jim Crow laws, and 
discrimination against Aftican-Americans in 
major league baseball and the armed forces. 
Robert L Vann also made sure that the 
Courier was taken into the South, for in 
some localities Black citizens were 
prohibited from reading Black publications. 
The Courier had the largest circulation of 
any Black newspaper in the country. More 
than 300,000 copies of each edition were 
sold; and 























WHEREAS, Robert L. Vann was 
also active in politics and in 1933 was 
appointed Special Assistant to the Attomey 
General of the United States, making him 
the first African-American to receive such a 
high level job; and 


WHEREAS, in 1901 Robert L. Vann 
graduated valedictorian from Waters 
Training School in Winton, North Carolina. 
He was an eloquent speaker and delivered 
his valedictory address entitled “Launched 
but Not Anchored”. When Robert L. Vann 
wrote this speech, he did not know that he 
would be a crusader for equal opportunity 
for African-Americans across the nation.
